Best Account of the Initial Encounter 
in the Present War Has Been 
Given by ithe Commander 
Who Won the Viciory 
with Ease. 


Washington, June 13.—The navy depart- 
ment today made public the following letter 
received from Admiral Dewey this after- 
noon, being its first mail advices from him 
since he reached Manila: 


“Flagship Olympia, Cavite, May 4, 1898.— 
The squadron left Mirs bay on April 27th, 
arrived off Bolinao on the morning ef April 
wth, and tinding no vessels there, proceeded 
down the coast and arrived off the entrance 
to Manila bay on the same afternoon. ‘Lhe 
Boston and Concord were sent to reconnoi- 
ter Port Subic. : 

‘‘A thorough search or the port was made 
by the Boston and the Concord, but the 
Spanish fleet was.not: found. Entered the 
south channel at 11:35 p. m., steaming in 
column at eight knots. 

‘After halr the squadron had passed a bat- 
tery on the south side of the channel opened 
fire, none of the shots taking effect. The 
Boston and McCulloch réturned the fire. 
The squadron proceeded across.the bay at 
slow speed and arrived off Manila at day- 
break and was fired upon at 5:15 a. m. by 
three batteries at Manila and two near 
Cavite and by the Spnish fleet unchored in 
an approximately, east and west liné across 
the Mouth of Baker bay, with theif ieft in 
sheal water in Canacac bay. ti 

“The squadron then proceeded to the at- 
tack, the flagship Olympia, unéer my per- 
sonal direction, leading, followed at some 
distance by the Baltimore, Raleigh, Petrel, 
Concord and Boston, in the order. named, 
which formation was maintained through- 
out action. The squadron opened fire at 
5:41 a. m. 

Two Mines Explode.

Augusta and Savannah Railroad

‘Taking Every Precaution. 

Washington, June 13.—Surgeon Generals 
Sternberg, of the army, and Van Reipen, 
of the navy, have taken every precaution 
to protect the army and navy from yellow 
fever. 

Up to the present time neither of them 
has received any report of contagion in 
either branch of the service, nor do they 
feel that the present conditions give ground 
for apprehension, although our troop ships 
are now in a country infested with yellow 
fever. 

In the case of the navy Dr. Van Reipen 
mapped out a plan before our ships went 
into Cuban waters. It took in account 
every fever point in the harbor of Havana 
ao uoa. anhese are well known by the 
sanitary experts, being located mainly at 
the mouth of the sewers which discharged 
the filth of Havana into the harbor. These 
points are marked on al) naval charts and 
care will be taken that our troops keep 
well clear of thesé fever sections.

| Hodges during Mr. Hodges’s service in the 

Cuban war. Mr. Ellis is a splendid lawyer 
and the state’s interests are well protected 
in his hands. The crninal docket .will,be 
taken up in the superior court next Mon- 
day. There are two very important mur- 
der cases to be tried, to-wit: Joiner and 
Stevens. 

Joiner is charged with cutting the throat 
of the white peddler, Yon, for the purpose 
of robping him. The killing of Yon was 
one of the most dfbolical crimes ever per- 
petrated in this county. 

Stevens is the negro who shot and killed 
young James Kershaw and wounded James 
Carr.. This homicide shocked the entire 
community. Stevens is still in the Atlanta 
jail, where he was sent the night of the 
killing as a precautionary measure. 

Several other interesting criminal cases 
will be tried at this term. 

The special grand jury impaneled for the 
purpose of investigatmg the killing of 
young James Kershaw by Stevens made its 
special presentments tOday and were dis- 
charged: 

A Strong Arraignment. 

The presentments are the strongest ar- 
raignment of the barrooms of this city 
that has ever been brought by a grand 
jury. F 

The presentments recite the fact of the 
killing and the jury states that a true bill 
has been found against John Stevens, the 
negro who committed the murder. 

Proceeding, the presentments state that 
the jury would, in its opinion, be doing 
less than its duty if it failed to make a 
presentment on the grave matters involved 
in the case, 

The presentments potnt to the long list 
of heinous homicides and crime that have 
occurred in barrooms. The grand jury says 
that it is gratified at the revocation of 
the license of Randall, but this, they say, 
cannot be compared to the awful results 
and the cost to the state and to the county 
nor to the results to the families and to 


the community at large. 
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““‘Why,’’ asks the grand jury, “should a 
business be tolerated in. the community 
which is concealed behind screen © adi 
@ loaded shotgun behind the counter? 

“Are not measures of prevention better 
than the after punishment of the offend- 
ers?” boohee 

The anti-barroom bill ‘is indorsed by the 
presentments, but the jury says that while 
the bill is a good one it is too long to wait 
for the action of the general assembly and 
throws out the following suggestions: 

1. That barrooms in the county be not 
permitted to use screens and that the 
places where the drinking is done be placed 
mear the entrance from the front and on 
the street so as to be in full view of every 
one. 

2. That all barrooms should be compelled 
to close not later than 10 o'clock. 

3. That no bar be .allowed where the 
whites and blacks drink in the same place, 
as in that case men having race; prejudice 
are thrown together and under those con- 
ditions and that influence their passions are 
fired by homicidal] drink. 

The jury further said that the punishment 
for the sale of liquor to minors should be 
adequate to stop the offense and intimates 
that a fine for the offense and for that of 
gambling only amounts to the payment 
of a license.

The two com- 
mercial bodies,were addressed ‘a few nights 
ago by Mr. James B. Best, the Georgia 
agent of the land and industrial department 
of the Southern railway, on the subjects of 
immigration and industria] development, 
and an earnest effort in those ‘directions 
was decided upon. In referring to the op- 
portunities and prospects for Nnmigration 
to Georgia, Mr. Best said: 

“We do not want the ignorant pauper im- 
migrants here, but the settlement in Geor- 
gia of 100,000 industrious and well-to-do 
farmers of German, Scotch, English or 
Scandanavian descent would add enormous- 
ly to the wealth of the state, create a great 
home market for all classes of merchan- 
dise, and following in their wake would 
come more manufactures, more. schools, 
more banks, more money and more activ- 
ity in every line. The cracker farm ought 
to be benefited, most of all, as his new 
neighbors will show him how to make 
money out of the soil on which he keeps 
poor. Many persons are still skeptical as 
to the theory that diversified farming in 
Georgia pays better than cotton and corn, 
but it is now demonstrated by experiment. 
“Up in Habersham county a few years 
ago a party of Swiss far:nere bought some 
worn-out cotton fields on. the thin ridge 
lands near Mt. Airy. They fertilized them, 
planted to grapes and made wine. Today 
they are the most prosperous farmers in 
that region, living in better homes than 
those of the average Georga farmers. At 
the state dairymen’s convention last year it 
was clearly proved by the testimony and 
actual experiences of Georgia dairymen* 
that butter-making pays better in Georgia 
than in the northern states. The food or 
cattle is cheaper down here, the pasturing 
season is several months longer, and the 
tested per cent of butter fat in the milk 
is higher. Notwithstanding these conditions 
99 per cent of the creamery p” Gucts ccn- 
sumed in Georgia, it is: estimated, are im- 
ported from other states. There are quite 
a number of fruit and vegetable growers 
in Georgia who annually clear hardsome 
profits on small acreage. 

“Down in Glynn county, in the old piney 
woods which were supposed to be of no 
value after ‘the turpentine and choice timber 
were gone, the Shakers have bought up 
thousands of acres to plant in grass, and 
these expert agriculturalists are proceed- 
ing to raise cattle and sheep on a large 
scale.

WHAT IS THE FATE OF 
HOBSON AND HIS BRAVE BAND 


ichmond Pearson Hobson, the fearless 
young naval officer who won national fame 
and became a hero by bravely facing the 
guns of tthe Spanish forts at Santiago and 
amid a rain of ot and shell, sinking the 
Merrimac across The channel of the harbor, 
thus securely bottling up the Spanish fleet, 
is the talk of the day in Atlanta and else- 
where, 
The daring of the young officer and the 
cool and careful manner in which he pre- 


here rather hurriedly, much to the regret. 


pared for what pro to be a feat which 
has seldom been saiiiowsd in modern war- 
fare, won for him the admiration not only 
of his native country, but of the entire 
world. : 

Since the news of his deed was flashed 
to this country and the details of his 
heroism and that of his handful of com- 
panions was told in detail, the name of 
Hobson has been on all lips, and the story 
of how he and a few brave followers en- 
tered the mouth of the Spanish harbor and 
in the face of the enemy and under a direct 
fire sank the Merrimac, has been told and 
retold, The story of their capture by the 
Spanish and the message which came tell- 
ing of their confinement in Morro castle 
has been oft repeated. 

The fact that the larger portion of, the 
news concerning the capture of Hobson and 
his men comes from a Spanish sources 
causes it to be read with misgivings by 
many Americans, and only certain portions 
of it are believed. These portions vary ac- 
cording to the different readers. The 
sunken Merrimac lying at the mouth of the 
harbor is sufficient evidence uf the fact 
that Hobson ‘and his men succeeded in 
their daring undertaking, but what of 
them? 

In Atlanta the question has been asked 
over and over again, ““‘What became of 
Hobson and his men?” Can credence be 
put in the statements of the Spaniards to 
the effect that the brave Americans are 
confined in Morro castle, prisoners of war, 
or is it not more than probable that brave 
Hobson and his brave -band were shot to 
death while leaving the sinking vessel and 
are now lying in a watery grave at. the 
very spot where they gained such a victory 
and made themselves famous? 

Those who do not believe the Spaniards 
are capable of telling the truth even about 
the capture of Americans have theories and 
theories as regards what became of the 
young officer and. those who accompanied 
him. One hears these theories told and 
eloquently emphasized on all sides. At the 
street corners and in the stores theories 
are told and views exchanged. On the 
street cars expressions sre also ‘heard re- 
garding the matter, and here the people 
in various walks of life tell their views, 
and even the suburbanite tells what he 
thinks on the subject. 

“Tt’'s absurd,’ says a well-known citizen 
who prides himself on his knowledge of 
military matters, “to think that Lieutenant 


Hobson and the men who accompanied him 


on his dangerous undertaking are prison- 
ers in Morro castle. 

“I know Cervera sent word to Admiral 
Sampson that Hobson and his men had 
been captured and were confined in Morro 
castle, but that is just what causes me t® 
believe that Hobson was not captured. 
Cervera is a sly old Spaniard, and he knew 
if he ‘told Sampson that Americans. were 
confined in the castle the fire of the Amer- 
ican warships would not be directed against 
it. In this way he. prevents Morro castle 
from being bombarded and destroyed. 
“J pelieve’ Hobson and’ his men were 
drowned or killed while leaving the Mer- 
rimac. The fire directed against them, 
from all reports, was a tremendous one, 
and the chances against them were. so 
great that they could hardly hope to 
escape. The boat in which they left the 
Merrimac was {probably shattered by shell, 
and the brave Americans either drowned 
or killed by shot from the Spanish forts. 
This is rather a disagreeable view to take 
of it, but)I think it is the only correct 
theory. 

“On account of the poor marksmamship 
displayed by the Spanish gunners in all the 
engagements of the war,”’ said the lawyer, 
“] am forced to believe that Hobson and 


| his men were not killed by shots from the

made the Merrimac expedition successful, I 
believe they attacked this force of Span- 
ijards and gave a terrible account of them- 
selves, fightimg until not a man was left to 
teil the tale, and fighting in the manner 
which has made the American soldie* and 
sailor so dreaded a foe. We are told that 
Hobson was noted for his will power, and 
when he determined to do a thing he 
could not be turrfed from it. I think he 
determined to die rather than be captured, 
and for that reason attacked the Spamiards 
and was killed on account of the superiority 
of the strength of the enemy.”’ 

A theory which is considered by many 
to be the most plausible advanced is to the 
effect that Hobson and his men stood by the 
Merrimac as she went dowm, seeing there 
was no chance to make a successful land- 
ing, and were drawn into the water and 
drowned, Those who have this theory of 
the. affair believe that Cervera, knowing 
of the drowning of the mem and surmising 
that a gallant officer was at the head of 
such a daring expedition, informed Admiral 
Sampson that he had captured those who 
were on the Merrimac in order to prevent 
the admiral from firing on Morro castle. 
This theory is to the effect that the state- 
ment by Cervera that ke holds Hobson as 
a prisoner was made to milslead the Ameri- 
cans. 

A theory which is held only by a few 
is that Hobson and his crew made good 
their escape from the Merrimac, and en- 
tirely as a result of the poor marksman- 
ship of the Spanish gunners and their own 
bravery were able to make a landing. On 
reaching shore-they were met by a small 
band of Spanish soldiers, who were driven 
back after a sharp engagement, and Hob- 
son was able to make his way into the 
country where, this theory has it, he met 
with a band of insurgents and is now study- 
ing the situation while aiding in directing 
the insurgent army against the city of 
Santiago. 

While these divers theories are advanced 
by different people, the majority believe 
the news which bras come from Samtiago 
regarding the capture of Hobson and be- 
lieving he is resting with those of his com- 
panions who eseaped death in Morro castie. 
Some are of the opinion that he was placed 
there in order to prevent its bombardment 
by the Americam fleet. Others are of the 
opinion that Cervera is a brave officer and 
would not place Hobson in Morro castle 
for the purpose of in that way preventing 
its demolition. 

And while the matter is talked of and 
various theories are advanced Hobson re- 
mains the hero of the day and whatever 
theories are advanced every one praises the 
courage of the young officer.

Dixon Allen Dies at Lexington on Last

NEVER GOT OVER THE SHOCK 


Tragic Death of Wife and Niece Has- ) 
tened His End. : 


HE ATTENDED = THE TRIALS IN VAIN 


The Last Year of the Old Man’s Life 
Spent with Relative in the Town 
of Lexington. 


Greensboro, Ga., June 13.—(Special.)—The 
irony of fate was never more clearly es- 
tablished than in the death of old man 
Dixon Allen near Lexington Sunday morn- 
ing, his passing away removing the last 
of Double Murderer Edwin Flanagan's Vic- 
tims, while the latter plays a fast and 
loose game with the law with every pros- 
pect of winning in the end. 

Allen was ‘the only one of Flanagan's 
victims who lived to tell the tale. On the 
eventful night wren the murderer’s frenzy 
broke’ loose Dixon Allen was an inmate 
of the room which was soon to be con- 
verted into a shambles. During the last few 
months the old man often repeated, shud- 
derihgly, the story of the savage entrance 
of the enraged man into the peaceful circle 
and the demoniac manner in which he went 
about his work. The shock of seeing his 
old wife and his favorite niece, Miss Slack, 
slaughtered before his own eyes told s® 
on the old man’s nerves that it is doubtful 
if he has enjoyed a tranquil moment sgince. 

In spite of his advanced.years and the 
terrible wound which Flanagan had dealt 
him on the head, old man Allen was pres- 
ent dt the murderer’s trial to tell what 
he knew of the case and hoping each time 
to see justice meted out to the criminal. 
But each time he left disappointed, and 
returned to his residence here with Rev. 
Joseph Brown, of whose wife he is a rela- 
tive. Yesterday morning he died from old 
age and the effects of the terrible tragedy 
which he has never seemed able to banish 
from -_his mind’s eye. 

Meanwhile Flanagan, having outlived all 
his victims. is alive and well with the ex- 
ception perhaps of an occasional fear of 
the vengeance of an imaginary mob. His 
attorneys are fighting hard for his life. 
and it seems probable that by the time 
the finale of the case shall have been reach- 
ed interest in the affair will so thoroughly 
have subsided that the man who is re- 
sponsible for it will be let off with a 
comparatively light sentence. Old man Al- 
len was buried in the White Plains ceme- 
tery near here today. -

This is the second time that Colone! Cook 
has been ordered before a retiring board 
and the third time he has been ordered be- 
fore a medical officer for examination. Two 
months ago a medical board composed of 
Colonel Peter J. A. Cleary, chief surgeon of 
the department of the gulf; Major Blair D. 
‘Taylor, surgeon in charge of the general 
hospital at Fort McPherson, and Captain 
Stewart Woodson, of the hospital corps, 
made a thorough and searching examina- 
tion into the physical condition of Colonel 
Cook. The examination wes made on the 
morning of the departure of the Fifth regi- 
ment for the front. The report of the 
board was definite and conclusive. It stated 
that Colonel Cook was by reason of certain 
physical infirmities rendered entirely unfit 
for active service and that his constitution 


Was not sufficiently strong to endure any: 


hardships. The result of this board report 
was that a retiring board was appointed 
to retire Colonel Cook. It is said that 
Colonel Cook’s friends prevailed on the 
authorities to report that he was in suffi- 
clent health to command a quiet post like 
Fort McPherson: The board reported that 
the commander must have no strong excite- 
ment, as he has heart trouble besides his 
other troubles. 

But all of this did not convince Colonel 
Cook that he was not an athlete. He con- 
tended that the medical men didn’t know 
what they were reporting about; that he 
was as well as any man in the army and 
could stand any hardships that might get 
in his way during a campaign in Cuba. He 
argued and talked and persuaded, but it did 
no good. The board said it couldn’t shut its 
eyes to obvious facts. 

Since that time a smat'l-sized war of a 
quiet natufe has deen waged between the 
medical examiners and Colone) Cook. He 
still declares that he is well and the mem- 
bers of the board still stand by the report. 
Every member of the board refuses to say 
one word to any outsider, but jit is known 
that the report sfands for Colorrel Cook’s 
retirement. 

What the first retiring board did was a 
matter of conjecture, as no report was ever 
made to the department here. Colonel Cook 
was taken away from his command and 
gent back to Fort McPherson. 

The retirement of Colonel Cook will prove 
quite discouraging to that commander. Un- 
fortunately it comes just at a time when he 
is preparing for a brilliant campaign in the 

ilippines. He authorized a statement to 
gthe effect that he had applied for permis- 
sion to carry his old regiment to Manila to 
back up Dewey. He also allowed it to be 
given out to thé public that he had been 
to Washington on this business. 

A large Spanish dictionary which burdens 
Colonel Cook’s table is ample evidence of 
the fact that the colonel was getting ready 
for trowble with the Spaniards. It is said 
that he bought this dictionary several weeks 
ago and that he has been industriously 
@tudying ff so as to be able to command 
the Spanish genera!s to surrender. 

Cvlonei Cook will not be the only veteran 
to go out. The Constitution some time 
ago published a statement to the effect that 
the army would be rejuvenated and that 
all men not capable of severe strains would 
be retired. That statement is borne out by 
the fact that the following named officers 
‘have been ordered -to report to General 
Coppinger’s board:

SESSION WILL LAST TWO WEEKS

Work Under Direction of the County 


School Commissiqner and 
Assistants. 


The regular annua! session of the Pea- 
body institute began yesterday morning 
under the direction of Major R. J. Guinn, 
county school commissioner, in the build- 
ing of the Morris-Brown college. 

Yesterday the enrollment was 125 mem- 
bers, ‘and it is expected that as many more 
applicants wi!l be admitted today,:as there 
is great interest manifested in the session 
of the institute. 

For the past seven years, with probab'y 
one exception, the institute has been held 
in Atlanta, and it has for its object the 
preparing of colored “teachers for places in 
the county colored schools of the state. 
It is under the auspices of the Peabody 
educational fund and applicants come from 
Fulton and surround ng counties, although 
app-icants from any part of the state are 
entitled to membership. 

The work is more on the Hne of method 
than text, although the county school com- 
missioner has sought to introduce as much 
of the latter work as possible. The hours 
of the session are from 8:30 a. m, to 2 p. m.

The work done by the institute, while 
under the direct supervision of the county 
school commissioner, is conducted by two 
colored instructors, W. B. Matthews, prin- 
cipal of Gate City school, and A. St. George 
Richardson, an instructor tn the ris- 
Brown: college.

CRIME IN ARMY CAMP 


He Will Bring an End to the Disgracefal 


Conditions. 


CHICKAMAUGA CAMP A HELL 


The Troops Are in a Constant State 
of Riot. 


THEY HAVE OVER-RUN WALKER COUNTY 


Judge Henry Will Hold a Special Ses- 
sion of Court To Try thé 
Offencers. 


(_{ teerminca" ATKINSON says he is 
letermined to take vigorous action 
to insure a quick end to the shocking 
and horrible conditions prevailing at Chick- 
amauga Park, where moré¢ tham 75,000 sol- 
diers are encamped. He will at once begin 
a thorough investigation into the reports 
of the alleged disgraceful acts of violence 
and crime committed at the big army camp. 

Chickamauga Park is in Georgia, and al- 
though it is a government reservation, it is 
within the jurisdiction of the state courts. 
This is fortunate, for were the reservation 
like the government property at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, it would be impossible for the 
State officers to make arrests in the park. 

The revolting stories of the extravagan- 
cies of the volunteers at the fort, and of 
their wild acts of disorder and rioting have 
been brought to the governor by responsible 
persons and he feels justified to take 
prompt action to stop the disgraceful orgies 
of the young soldiers, who are budding into 
anarchists, thieves and cut-throats, 

The Wwoldiers at the camp cannot be con- 
catalan the civil authorities are help- 
less. Tne troops have overrun the rountry 
around the camp and a reign of terror ex- 
ists among the people. 
arrested by a civil officer his comi‘ades 
immediately overpower the officer aud res- 
cue the soldier. This has been done repeet- 
ediy and the state authorities are power- 
less to prevent it. Appeals have been made 
to General Brooke, and he has said that 
he would Getail as many men as may be 
necessary to insure order, but so far the 
State of riot has grown worse. It has been 
necessary to place guards around the depots 
on the railroads, so that the officials can 
transact business. The worst of crimes 
and the most degrading \deeds ere raid to 
be common at the big: camp. 

Governor Atkinson said yesterday tlat he 
would investigate the situation, and f he 
finds that it is bad enough to warrant his 
interference he will complain to President 
McKimley and will see that the Jaws of 
this state are observed. He said t.at the 
troubles in Waiker county will doubtless 
result in a special term of Judge Henry’s 
court. Judge Tienry has been asked to 
hold a term to try the breakers of the 
peace, and it is likely that the county com- 
missioners of Walker county will authorize 
the term. 


RAILROAD RATES RESTORED. 


Northern Lines Agree To Stop Cutting, 
but Will Soon Resume. 

The east and west roads north of the Po- 
tomac and the Ohio .restored rates yester- 
day. This was by agreement of the Joint 
Traffic Association lines. The members of 
that association have been slashing rates 
for a long time, and aithough they carried 
a large traffic, they did not make much 
money. Some of the presidents got to- 
gether recently and for the twentieth time 
agreed that they would stop cutting rates 
and go back to the ld schedule. 

How long this new resolution will last isa 
guess, Dut the chances are that the roads 
will go to cutting very soon, maybe today. 
The lines above the Potomac do not keep 
faith with each other long atatime. They 
make a pledge one day and the next violate 
it. Th#y are still working under a traffic 
contrAct which has a penalty attached. 
For Some time it has been whispered that 
the supreme court would break up this as- 
sociation just as it did the Trans-Missouri 
Freight Association. But the court has had 
the Joint Traffic Association’s case under 
consideration for months and there is no 
decision. Now the rendering of the decision 
has been postponed until next October. 
Some take it that this is a good sign for 
the roads and that the court may ho'd that 
the agreement is nof in violation of the 
anti-trust law. The adverse decision in the 
Trans-Missouri case had a majority of oir 


one judge. 


In this connection The Rallway Age says: 

“The action of the United States supreme 
court in permitting the Joint Traffic As- 
sociation case to go over to the October 
term is being generally accepted as an in- 
dication that the court is disposed to de- 
cide in favor of the railways. Evidently if 
the court had merely wished to reaffirm the 
position which #t took in the case of the 
Trans-Missouri Freight Association it 
would have been easy for it to do so with- 
Out any considerable delay. The acknowl- 
eiged importance of the interests at stake 
in the present suit, moreover, and the in- 
jury which those interests suffer in the ex- 
isting condition of uncertainty, had made it 
reasonable to expect that the court would 
not postpone the rendering of its opinion 
longer than was absolutely necessary. It 
is, however, unsafe to draw inferences of 
this kind. The most that the deliberateness 
of the court can be prudentiy interpreted 
to mean is that the new arguments present- 
ed in the Joint Traffic case appear to the 
court to deserve exhaustive treatment and 
a carefully written opinion. It does not 
follow that“that opinion will, in the .main, 
differ from the opinion in the Trans-Mis- 
souri case. We all hope that it may do so, 
and believe that it will be better for the 
country if it does. But railway men had 
somehow grown almost reconciled to the 
expectation of an unfavorable ‘decision, and 
Ht will be unwise to‘let hopes rise too high 
now, as a consequence Of the delay, only to 
make disappointment keener when the ad- 
verse opinion is finally rendered.”’

City of Rochelle, Wilcox County, Con- 
testing an Election. 


HEARING BEFORE COL. CLIFTON 


Election Was for Removal of Court- 
house from Abbeville and Ro- 
chelle Claim Illegality. 

S began yesterday the hearing of the 

contested case from Wilcox c¢ y on 
the removal of the county site from Abbe- 
ville to Rochelle. The case is one of con- 
siderable interest to people in that section 
of the state, and the hearing will probably 
occupy the remainder of the week. 

The hearing is for the purpose of having 
the secretary gf State decide which city is 
successful in 4 contested election for the 
removal of the county site. The hearing 
is had in accordance with a law passed at 
the last legislature authorizing the secre- 
tary of state to decide contested cases of 
this character. / 

Attorney General Terrell is sitting with 
Colonel Clifton and advising hi The city 
of Rochelle is represented by Mbpssrs. Gra- 
ham & Nicholson, and the city Abbeville 
is represented by Messrs. Lawson & Bank- 
ston, all of whom are well-known lawyers. 

On November 10, 1897, an electig@n was held 
in Wilcox county for. the remo 
courthouse from Abbewille to/ Rochelle. 
When the votes were counted there were 
2,108 ballots in favor of Rochelle,\ ‘ 
in favor of Abbeville. In an election for the 
removal of a courthouse it is necessary 
for the place to which it is to be removed 
to obtain two-thirds of the votes cast. Ro- 
chelle in this instance did not obtain two- 
thirds of the votes cast. 

Rochelle contests the election, however, 
Claiming that there were 700 illegal votes 
cast’ in favor of Abbeville, and had these 
not been cast the courthouse would have 
gone to Rochelle, 

Abbeville, on the other hand, fights this 
claim, and she claims that there were 
500 illegal votes cast in favor of Rochelle. 
That is the shape in which the. matter comes 
to Colonel Clifton. The lawyers for both 
sides are making a strong fight, and when 
they complete their arguments it will re- 
quire the secretary a great length of time 
to reach a decision, 

After holding an all-day session yesterday 
the hearing was adjourned until this morn- 
ing, when it will be taken up again. 

Petition Filed in Court. 


Through their attorneys, Messrs. J. E. 
Bowen and J. J. Hendley, both of Wilcox 
county, filed a petition in the 
clerk’s office of Fulton county yesterday 
asking that Secretary Clifton be prohibited 
from hearing the contested election case, 
according to the law passed by the legisla- 
ture in November, of last year, which, it is 
claimed, is highly unconstitutional. 

The defendants to the bill are P. H. Coffee, 
D. F. McCrimon, Sr., J. Y. H. Smith, C. DV. 
McHea, 8. E. Reid, Loam Brown, Sr., 8S. B.

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CALL I$ DELAYED 
POR GEORGIA MEN 


Governor Atkinson Has Net Received 
the Call. 


RAY’S REGIMENT MAY BE CAUSE 


Thought That Call Is Delayed To Al- 
low Ray To Complete Enlistment. 


THE NEW REGIMENT IS THE FAVORITE 


The Public Shows a Disposition To 
Wait for the Ceorgia Volun- 
teer Command. 


HE long expected and awaited call for 
Tt third regiment of Georgia volun- 
teers did not come to Governor Atkin- 
son yesterday, as had been amnounced. 
There was no word from Washington and 
the governor is unable to understand why 
the’ call is so long delayed. 

The military men here who are interested 
in thé new regiment have offered an ex- 
planation for the delay. They say that the 
war department is holding back the call in 
order that the recruits of the new regi- 
ment may not interfere with the raising 
of Ray’s regiMent of immunes. From inti- 
mations given out at Washington, this is 
probably the reason the call has: not yet 


been issued. 

Adjutant General Corbin announced last 
week that the call would be issued Satur- 
day. Such papers are always mailed and 
the governor felt certain that he would get 
it in yesterday’s Washington mail. But no 
call came. 

If the war department is delaying the 
call to prevent a conflict between the re- 
cruiting officers of Ray’s regiment and the 
new regiment, the delay is absolutely use- 
less, it is said.

One company which was. raised for the 
regiment of im munes will not go, but will 
wait until the Georgia regiment is called. 
This company will be commanded by Cap- 
tain Ripley, of the Atlanta Rifles. He can 
easily get enough men for a company with- 
in two days’ time, he says, and Messrs. 
Westmoreland and Haralson, who were go- 
ing with Captain Ripley, have gone to work 
to raise their company and have succeeded 
in raising over thirty. They will soon have 
enough men to make up the company. 

The public is responding to the calls for 
troops very slowly. Immediately following 


} the announcement that the Georgia regi- 


ment would be raised there was a great 
falling off in the number of recruits enlist- 
ed at Colonel Ray’s recruiting station here. 
There seems to be a feeling among the 
people that the Georgia regiment will have 
a better showing in the war, and they 
show a prefererce for this regiment. 

Many members of the state militia will 
respond to the call when it comes. They 
are all of a high class of men and are men 
who would not go except with a fine state 
organization. So far it has ®een impossible 
to gain any satisfactory information from 
the Washington guthorities and nothing is 
known of ‘inp eides of troops which will be 
called for from this state.

WILL NOT GO TO HIGHER COURT 


The Transfer Case Will Not Be Ap- 
pealed to Supreme Court.

Judge Anderson and Mr. King Confer 
and Notify Mayor Collier of 
the Result. 


The transfer case, recently decided 
against the city of Atlanta by the United 
States circuit court of appeals at New 
Orleans, will not be carried to the supreme 
court of the United States, and the fight 
on the present line is practically over. 

Judge Anderson, the city attorney, 
recently held a conference with Mr. A. C. 
King, and they have come to the conclu- 
sion that a certiorari would not be issued in 
this kind of a case. Judge Anderson there- 
fore addressed the following communication 
to Mayor Collier yesterday: 

“Mr. A. C, King ang I have conferred 
about the possibility and propriety of get- 
ting the decision of the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals reviewed by the sv- 
preme court of the United States, with the 
result that we do not think it probable 
that a certiorari would be issued by that 
court in this kind of a case.

This first de- 
feat has in no wise lessened the determi- 
nation of Mayor Collier to give the peo- 
ple transfers if possible, he says. An ef- 
fort will be made to have the charter of 
the city of Atlanta changed at the next 
session of the legislature so that the city 
may bave a right to demand the issuance of 
transfers by all street railways within its 
limits. '

TQ THE YOTERS 


The Associate Justice Discusses Jndge 
George Geber’s Candidacy. 


SAYS IT WAS NOT LEGITIMATE 


Calls Attention to the Tickets Used 
in Fayette County. 


THIS IS NOT A CONTEST FOR FARMERS 


He Says There Is Danger of Dragging 
the Judiciary Into Politics—He 
Drew the Short \Term. 


(Communicated.). 

“Atlanta, Ga., June 13, 1898.—To the De- 
mocreey of Georgia: On Thursday, the 
20d day of this menth, you will be ealted 
upon to express your choice for three mem- 
bers of the supreme court, viz: a chief 
justice, an associate justice for a full tern) 
of six Wears, and an associate justice for 
an uwnexpired term of two years. I ama 
candidate to succeed myself and am offer- 
ing for the full term. 

‘‘As almost my entire time has been, and 
is now being, devoted to the discharge of 
my official duties, I adopt this means of 
presenting, some of the réasons upon which 
{ ask your support, and I ask each of you 
to carefully read this communication and 
give it an impartial consideration. 

“After an honorable contest in which I 
diq nothing unfair or unbecoming, I was 
nominated for the office I hold and .sub- 
sequently elected without opposition. Jus- 
tices Little, Cobb and myself were chosen 
on a joint ticket, without distinction as to 
the length of our terms; but in drawing for 
them, as the law required, the short term, 
by mere chance, fell to me. It has been 
the unbroken usage of the democratic par- 
ty to accord a re-election to every official, 
even after serving a-full term, if he has 
been faithful to his trust. I have earnestly 
endeavored to be faithful to mine, and 
therefore feel that I ought not to be dis- 
placed after serving only one-third of a 
regular term. 


Not Begun Fairly. 

“T respectfully submit that the candidacy 
of Judge Gober Was not begun, and has 
not been conducted, in a fair and ‘egitimate 
manner. There are, as stated above, three 
distinct places to be filled. This was fully 
understood from the _beginning, for the 
chairman of the democratic executive com- 
mittee of the state plainly so announced, 
and at the same time prescribed the form 
of the ballot to be used. Judge Gober well 
knew this, and yet @id not announce for 
any particular term, but generally for ‘one 
of the places.’ I charge that he pursued 
this course deliberately and intentionally 
for the purpose of taking his chances 
against all three of the present incumbents 
now seeking re-election. Finally, when 
compelled to unequivocally. declare his po- 
sition, it appears that he is running against 
myself; but before saying so in pvain Eng- 
lish, he has carried on an active canvass 
by which he sought to gain all the ad- 
vantages possible from a general candidacy 
without appearing to oppose any one. The 
unfairness of this course is plain, and the 
various ways in which it could be worked, 
and has been worked, against me are ob- 
vious. I do not believe that such a method 
of seeking this high office should be encour- 
ged or indorsed. It is unjust, not only to 
myself, but to the people, to whom Judge 
Gober owed the duty of saying promptly 
and candidly which justice of this court 
he desired to supplant, so that they could 
understandingly express their choice. 

Tickets Criticised. 

“What occurred in some of these coun- 
ties, which, in the recent primary, voted 
for the nomination of supreme court jus- 
tices, forcibly illustrates what is said 
above. Tickets containing the names of 
the four candidates, but not specifying the 
particular term for which any one of them 
Was running, were prepared by Judge Go- 
ber, or his friends, and used to conceal the 
fact that he had at last decided to run 
against me, the design, of course, being 
to procure votes for himself by telling 
voters to strike any one name they pleased, 
so long as they left his on the ticket. No 
candid man can or will assert that this 
was dealing fairly, either with me or with 
the voters, the more*especially when this 
plan was practiced in counties*‘in which I 
had no notice at all that an election as to 
the justices would be held on that day. 

“In Fayette county tickets were used 
upon which the following appeared: ‘For 
chief justice, Thomas J. Simmons. For as- 
sociate justice (full term) GEORGE F. 
GOBDPR. For associate justice (unexpired 
term, two years), H. T.. Lewis, W. H. 
Fish.’ The purpose could have been noth- 
ing eise but to mislead voters into the belief 
that there Was a contest for the SHORT 
term between Justic Lewis and myself, and 
thus leave an open field for Judge Gober 
for the FULL term; whereas, the persons 
who prepared this device knew perfectly 
well that there was no opposition between 
Judge Lewis and myself for the FULL 
term. It would be difficult to conceive any- 
thing more palpably unfair than this. 


In Walker County. 
“IT have a letter from a reliable gentle- 
man jin which, speaking with reference to 


Gober states, in effect, that he cares very 
little personally for a seat upon the supreme 
bench, and that his candidacy arose from 
the fact that he was put forward by those 
to whom it seemed that reforms in the 
administration of the law were needed. 
This statement accords tut {11 with the 
fact that he has sent out by the thousands 
circulars seeking support, and is not con- 
sistent with his otherwise industrious cain- 
didacy nor with the fact’ thas he is resorting 
to the above and other like means for the 
purpose of securing a nomination. The cal! 
of Cincinnatus from the plow did not evoke 
from him such remarkable evidence of the 
fact that it had been heard, nor such an un- 
ssemly-exhibition of personal eagerness 1o 
respond to it. 


Mire of Politics. 

“The judge has been making a button- 
hole canvass of the state, going 
about from one place to another and mak- 
ing personaleappeals for support. This .is 
not enly unfair to an opponent who is re- 
maining at his post of duty, but is not, I 
submit, becoming in a race for this exalted 
office. Im piacing the election of judges 
with the people, it was never contemplated 
that this sort of tactics would prevail or 
be countenanced. If it should be rewarded 
with success, I predict that the time is not 
distant when the judiciary will be dragged 
into the mire of general politics—an evil 
which every good citizen will deplore. 

.“In some of his circulars Judge Gober 
states that he was defeated in the conven- 
tion which nominated me by a ‘combina- 
tion.” In making this charge, he must have 
been oblivious of the means he employed 
prior to the meeting of that convention 
and during itS session in advancing his 
own candidacy before it, and he must have 
entirely forgotten how he began and has 
perpetuated his career as an office holder. 
There are in Georgia scores of men whose 
memory in this respect wiil be found more 
accurate. ' 

‘‘In conclusion, I beg to say that though 


I have used some very plain language, ev- 


ery word I have said has been carefully 
Weighed and is the truth. And while I re- 
gret the necessity which has been forced 
upon me of publishing this communication, 
I cannot, in justice ty myself, remain si- 
lent and allow the means which have been 
and are now being employed to defeat me 
to pass unnoticed and unanswered. This 
is the only way im which I can get before 
those who are to pass upon my stewardship 
the facts upon which their judgment should 
be based. I am simply seeking at the hands 
of my countrymen a fair showing, of which 
I feel extraordinary and unwarranted ef- 
torts have been made to’deprive me and to 
which the humblest citizen is entitled. Your 
obedient servant, WILLIAM H. FISH.,”’

He was sentenced to two years at 
hard lab@r in the Raleigh, N. C., peniten- 
tiary and was fined $100 and costs. 

John Jackson, a negro, pleaded gulity to 
the charge of counterfeiting. He was sen- 
tenced to three years at hard labor im the 
Raleigh penitentiary and was fined $100 and 
costs.

Sue Hollaway, who thas filled that position 
for over a ygar, will soon be out of a job. 

This action of the police board will meet 
with some protest, it ig said, from the 
kind-hearted ladies of the city who are in- 
terested in the work of the matron, but the 
board says it has good reasons for what 
has been done and is willing to stand the 
ground. 

It was near the close of the meeting of 
the board of commissioners yesterday 
afternoon that Mr. W. O. Jones arose and 
with a paper in his hand said he had a 
smail resolution to read. The reso“ution 
called for the abolishing of the office of the 
police matron. 

Mr. John3on at once objected and said he 
did not think any hasty action should be 
taken. of 

Captain English asked the chief of police 
what he thought of the office and the chief 
replied that he. had long ago gave as his 
opinion that no such ‘person as a police 
matron was needed at the barracks. 

“Then,” said Captain English, “I am will- 
ing to act on the judgment of the chief of 
pohce.”’ 

The resolution of Mr. Jones called for the 
abolishing of the office after the 31st of 
June. : 

Mr. Jones stated that he believed from a2 
close personal observation that no matron 
was needed and that it was a useless ex- 
pemliture of $25 a month. 

Mr. Johnson took the floor asd made a 
vigorous protest against the adoption of the 
resolution, saying that he had seen letters 
written to the matron.stating where she 
had saved young giris, and the saving of 
one poor misled maiden was worth a whole 
year’s salary. Two little boys from Au- 
Susta had been talked to by the police 
mairon and they had gone home and had 
reformed. 

Mr. Jonés said that he did not believe the 
city prison was the place for the retention 
of runaway girls and it made them worse 
to have them, even for a few days, with 
dissolute women of the town under arrest 
for dgunkenness. Miss Sue Hollaway was 
a@ good woman, but that was no reason why 
she should be given the $25, for if every 
g00d woman in Atlanta was taken care of 
the same way it would require millions of 
dollars to pav the salaries. 

Chief -Manly said he felt positive that 
the matron did no good at police barracks. 

‘“T accept that report from the chief of 
police as final,’’ said Captain Engtish. 

Mr. Johnson sald he feit surprised that 
the chief of police had not read Miss Holla- 
way’s monthly reporte as he did other at- 
taches of the barracks. 

The chief stated that he regarded Miss 
Hollaway as a sort of turnkey, and turnkey 
reports were never read to the board. \ 

Mr Johnson asked for a postponement 
of the whole matter, but he was voted 
down and Commissioners Branan, English 
and Jones carried the day against the 
matron. Only four commissioners were 
present. 

Miss Hollaway was deeply grieved when 
she heard that the office had been abolish- 
ed. She said she did not care for the mea- 
ger saiary which she had been paid. but she 
hated being deprived of doing the good 
which was being accomplished. 

The office of police matron was created a 
little over a year ago and for eleven monthe 
Miss Hollaway worked without any com- 
pensation. A month ago the city council 
decided to allow her $23 a month, and it 
was believed by the friends of the matron 
that the office was then a permanent posi- 
tien in the city government. 

For seven or eight years a number of 
good ladies of the city labored to get the 
office of police Matron created and they 
were delighted beyond measure when in the 
spring of 1897 their wishes were gratified. A 
room was nicely fitted up for the matron 
over the rear of the prison and it has heen 
thought all along that she was accOmplish- 
ing great good 

As Commissioner Jones said yesterday: 
“We will possibly hear from this and I ex- 
pect they will jump on me.”’ There will 
doubtiess be some people who will not be 
pleased at the action of the police board. 

On the first of next month Miss Holloway 
will move from the police barracks and At- 
lanta will know a police matron no more.
